' RIVER TAKES NEW COURSE. 

So the rock fill grew and began to 
back the river up and spread it out 
/alongside the levee for miles around. 
Some three or four feet of water was 
going down the old channel, but it 
!'was not scouring out its own bed as 


its will. 

So the back, water swirled 
break through and all at once yes- 
terday it found it at a point about 
two and a half miles from Bee River, 
on the levee built by Mulligan and 
Marable. <A crevice about sixty feet 
wide was opened up here, and with 
the breaking through ef the river at 
this point, instead of going on off 
across the country on a new tangent, 
the river gradually turned and is now 
coming back down the side of the 
levee to the Bee River break and from 
there ‘on its way to the sea just the 
same as if nothing had happened ex- 
cept the fact that the river has added 
another big loop or horseshoe to the 
many it already has. * 

MAKES MORE WORK. 


It is merely flowing up one side of 
the levee to the crevice and then 
back down the other side of the levee 
to a point directly below the rock fill 
and then on its way. Of course where 
it goes around the point of the levee 
it. will gradually eat the levee away, 
until soon there will be a mile or 
more of levee to replace and perhaps 
another and deeper channel in which 
to drive piling by the time the govern- 
ment forces get to it. So before the 
workmen tan even start to work on 
the new crevice the Bee River break 
must be entirely closed and made sub- 
| Stantial; the railroad must be laid on 
top of the levee to the point where 
the crevice is steadily widening, and 
then, as mentioned above, perhaps the 
pile driving must all be done over. 
This is merely a question of

Abbatemaggio then took a pen- 
holder and used it as a weapon to 
illustrate the knifesthrust that ended 
the life of Cuoccolo, when Sortino 
interrupted. 

“It is’ impossible to murder any 
man when holding a knife as you are 
holding that penholder.”

Money to Make Him Fairly Con- 
tent With His Lot—Had a Long 
March. 


SANTA ANA, May. 2.—There was 


joy in the household of Fred Franke 
at No. 904 Stafford street today, for 
a letter was received from Franke’s 
son, Alfred, who, though a prisoner 
of war at Chihuahua, Mex, reports: 


“Tell mother not to worry, as 1 am 


all right; I am doing fine.” A rumor 
had reached Fred Franke and his 


wife that their son had been stood 
up against a wall and shot, and to- 
day's letter lifted a world of gloom. 

Alfred joined the rebe! ranks near 


El Paso and was taken prisoner at 
Casas Grandes. That much the fam- 
ily here knew from the dispatches, 
‘but they had no word directly from 
‘him since January. Young. Pranke, 
writing from the Chihuahua jail, tells 


of his experiences as follows: 

“I was made prisoner March 6 at 
Casas Grandes. It was a hard fight. 
They kept us in Casas Grandes till 
the troops were sent here. There are 
thirteen more Americans and two 
Germans besides the Mexican pris- 
oners. 


“We met with very good treatment 


from the Federal officers, better than | 


we expected, They gave us tobacco 
and plenty of food, and’ when they 
spoke to us it was with respect. 
“When we left Casas Grandes w 
walked all the way, about 200 miles: 


That was hard, very hard. When we. 
arrived we felt like tramps and I guess , 8¢!es. 
we looked the part. During the trip. 


we did not get much to eat, for they 
could not stop to cook whenever they 
wished to.

NARCHY OPENLY ADVOCATED. 
A The manifesto of the “Organizing Junta 
of the Mexican Liberal party,” signed by two 
Magons and three others, has been printed 
on dodgers and circulated broadcast. 
Its immediate object is to secure cash con- 
tributions which it urges all friends of an- 
archy to remit to its quarters in Los An 
geles. Its ultimate purpose, as stated in 
its manifesto, is not “to destroy the dictator, 
Porfirio Diaz, in order to put in his place 
a hew tyrant,” but to “take part in the ac- 
tual insurrection with the deliberate and 
firm purpose of expropriating the land and 
the means of production and handing them 
over to the people, that ‘is, to each and 
evéry one of the inhabitants ot Mexico, 
without distinction of sex.’ The authors and 
circulators of the manifesto ‘deny the right 
of property.” They propose “the installa- 
tion of a system which shall guarantee to 
every human being bread, land and liberty” 
—meaning thereby unearned bread, land 
belonging to somebody else, and liberty to 
loaf when not engaged in larceny. 
This morbid, crazy, anarchic manifesto is 
too utterly ridiculous—so far as any mis- 
chievous results may be apprehended from 
its publication—to warrant serious atten- 
tion from the authorities, unless it should 
be deemediexpedient to send its authors to 
an asylum for the insane But it contains 
onhe feature worthy of notice in that it in- 
*dorses the conclusion of The Times—hith- 
erto stated in its editorial columns—that 
the resignation of President Diaz and the 
triumph of Madero, so far from securing 
an end of the present insurrection in our 
sister republic, would result in the inaugu- 
ration of insurtrectiogs against Madero in 
every part of Mexico. |

“Francisco I. Madero is a millionaire 
who has geen nis fabulous fortune grow 
with the sweat and the tears of the 
peons of his hactenda, Tikes 
Mexican Liberal party is not fighting to 
destroy the dictator, Porfirio Dihz. in 
order to put in his place a new tyrant.

WOMEN’S CLUBS.

At the meeting of the Las Ange- 
tes Civic Association at the Chamber 
of Commerce yesterday morning, Mrs. 
H. R. Boynton, who is chairman, I 
believe, of the civic planning section 
of this organization, presented a rego- 
lution which went through with a 
rush, passing unanimously and with 
both hands upheld, as it were. 

- If this resolution meets with the 
approval of the city the question of 
a convention hall, a public library 
building and art gallery will be for- 
ever solved for Los Angeles. The 
proposition is for the city to immedi- 
ately take steps to secure the Normal 
Schoo! site at the head of Fifth street 
and here erect the above building. 

A committee, appointed for the pur-_ 
pose, has been looking into the mat- 
ter, and Mrs. Boynton outlined the 
plan proposed. She called attention 
to the way the city of Denver solved 
the problem of a big public auditori- 
um. A civic theater building was 
constructed, seating 3500 people,_and 
Was rented to theatrical managers 
when not in municipal use. The 
building is so constructed that the 
big stage can, by some mechanical 
magic, be lifted to the roof when‘ de- 
sired, leaving an auditorium which 
veats 12,000 people. Weekly popular 
concerts are given here, which attract 
audiences frequently numbering 10,- 


Another thing those Denverites 
have done is to arrange with all these 
theatrical companies who rent the 
building for a nominal rate of ad- 
mission for Denver citizens, so that 
they are able to hear the best operas 
and plays for 50 cents or a dollar 
each. 
Mrs. Boynton further reported for 
her committee that, if commercial 
consideration were necessary, an ad- 
mission of as little as 5 cents for pop- 
ular concerts ‘might be charged, 
which would not only pay the run- 
ning expenses of the auditorium, but 
leave a unicipal income.

Gov. Letcher'’s Proclamation. 

Fifty years ago today, likewise, Gov. 
John Letcher of Virginia issued a 
proclamation authorizing the com- 
manding general of the State forces 
te_calli for such volunteers as e 
might require, without limitation. 

This proclamation, which well ex- 
pressed the southern view of the sit- 
uation, was as follows: 

“The sovereigtty of the common- 
wealth of Virginia having been de- 
nied, her territorial rights assailed, 
her soil threatened with invasion by 
the authorities at Washington. and 
every artifice employed which could 
inflame the people of the Northern 
States and misrepresent our purposes 
and wishes, it becomes the solemn 
duty of every citizen of this State to 
prepare for the impending conflict. 

“These misrepresentations have 
been carried to such an extent that 
foreigners and naturalized citizens, 
‘Who but a few years ago were de- 
nounced by the North and deprived 
of essential rights, have how been in- 
duced to enlist into regiments for the 
purpose of invading this State, which 
then vindicated those rights and ef- 
fectually resisted éncroachments 
which threatened their destruction. 

“Against such a policy and against a 
force which the government at Wash- 
ington, relying upon its numerical 
strength, is now rapidly concentrating, 
‘it becomes the State of ‘Virginia to 
prepare proper 
; “To this end and for these purposes 
| I do hereby authorize the commanding 
/ general of the military forces ef this 
State to call out and to cause to be 
| mustered into the service of Virginia 
from time to time, as the public ex- 
igencies may require, such additional 
number of volunteers as he may deem 
necessary.” 

The proclamation was in notable 
contrast to that of April 24, nine days 
previous, in which Gov. Letcher had 
stated. “I feel it my duty to advise 
‘the people of the commonwealth not 
in the military service of the State to 
return to their usual vocations in con- 
“nection with the trade and commerce 
of the country, assuring protection and 
| Jt was the acts of the State of Vir- 
ginia and her Citizens that had in large 
| measure caused Lincoln's call for more 
j}men; it was the assembling of the 
| northern forces in Washington and 
‘the extension of the blockade to Vir- 
ginia that had caused Gov. Letcher’'s 
proclamation, 

That while Washington was fearing 
hostilities on the part of Virginian 
troops native Virginians were in no 
less fear of Washington is seen from

Distinguished Mexican Visitor Gives 
, That as Reason For Refusing to 

Talk of Rebellion. 

Prof. Elis Montayo, a graduate of 
the University of the City of Mexice, 
and for three years a teacher of the 
literatnre and language of Spain in 
one of the normal! schools at the cap- 
ital, visited the Federal building yes- 
terday. 

Like most of the high-class Mexi- 
cans who have been driven out of the 
country. by the stress of the revolution, 
he closed his mouth absolutely when 
an attempt was made to learn some- 
thing of, bis views of the situation.
